Howard has expressed opposition to 
the Brauer plan. 
Republican leaders 
have indicated they are opposed to it 
and it was reported

A check-up

for Christmas, showed that much of 
the time of the present session of 
more than two weeks, has been spent 
in farm legislation. 
The net results 
are: 
1—The resolution reviving the war 
finance corporation to aid farmers to 
export surplus crops, has been passed 
by senate and house. 
President Wil­ 
son is expected to veto it. 
2—The house has passed the Ford- 
ney bill with prohibitive duties on 
farm produce. 
Tactics of delay have 
started uguiiir-t the measure in the 
senate and the president is expected 
to veto It also. 
Now western arid southern members 
are working on a new program of 
farm legislation which it Is hoped will 
be in shape for presentation after the 
holidays.
